Ini  the  higher  courts  can  do  much  to 
curb  the  serious  Increase  In  the  number  of 
drunken'drlvlng  offences  which  of  late 
have  plagued  the  Greater  Victoria  area. 
Since  there  Is  no  more  prolific  cause  of 
traffic  accidents,  the  courts  should  have 
small  compunction  In  Imposing  penalties 
which  will  not  only  impress  the  offenders 
but  also  act  as  a strict  deterrent  to  others 
on  the  road. 

A one-month  Jail  term  with  a year’s 
licence  suspension  handed  out  this  week 
to  one  convicted  driver  Is  a good  beginning. 
When  It  is  understood  that  repeaters  can 
be  jailed  for  from  three  months  to  a year, 
and  that  thdr  licences  can  be  taken  away 
Indefinitely,  it  is  seen  how  seriously  the  law 
Itself  regards  the  offence  of  driving  while 
intoxicated  What  is  not  soclear,  and  what 
remains  to  be  brought  home  to  any  driver 
so  Inclined,  Is  that  in  this  matter  the  law 
means  precisely  what  It  says 


In  so  far  as  the  general  public  Is  con- 
cerned, all  sympathies  in  cases  of  this 
nature  go  to  the  unfortunate  victims  of 
the  resulting  accidents.  Sympathy,  how- 
ever, will  not  restore  lives,  heal  injuries  or 
undo  wrongs  which  may  require  a lifetime 
to  work  out.  The  logical  cure  for  this 
sudden  Increase  in  drunken  driving  1s  to 
make  such  an  example  of  its  exponents  that 
the  lesson  will  be  remembered  and  for  life. 
If  a few  individuals  suffer  in  the  course 
of  that  It  cannot  be  said  that  they  did  not 
earn  It  by  their  own  actions. 

One  clear  look  at  the  record  In  the  city 
of  Victoria  shows  what  has  been  going  oa 
In  1943  there  were  no  convictions  for 
drunken  driving;  In  1946  there  were  6;  In 
1947,  convictions  were  9;  last  year  they  were 
17;  and  this  year  to  date.  34  individuals  have 
been  charged  with  and  convicted  of  the 
offence  That  calls  for  a lesson  that  wlU 
stick.  The  law  has  the  remedy  in  its  own 
hands,  and  it  should  be  applied  smartly. 


!So  ISeed  to  Make  Handmaiden  of  Supreme  Court 

Finance  Minister  Abbott  says  the  Su  vtnclal  acceptance  of  responsl 
preme  Court  U not  deciding  whether  to  serve  the  purpose.  The  f 


provinces  have  a right  to  assume 
rental  control,  but  whether  the  Federal 
Government  had  that  right.  Precisely. 
This  Is  the  very  good  reason  why  no  rent 
Increases  should  have  been  authorized 
until  the  etjurt  had  given  Its  ruling  Sup- 
posing the  decision  should  be  In  the  nega- 
tive. that  would  make  meaningless  the 
authority  for  the  rental  boosts  being  ef- 
fected this  week  all  across  the  country. 
Mr  Abbott  might  well  have  stayed  his 
hand. 

Federal  Insistence  on  playing  several 
horses  at  the  same  time  h^  done  nothing 
but  confuse  an  already  anomalous  situa- 
tion. which  of  course  might  well  be  the  Do- 
minion’s Intentloa  Any  device  that  will 
enable  the  Cabinet  to  get  around  the  rental 
impasse,  whether  by  the  courts  or  by  pro- 


vincial acceptance  of  responsibility,  seems 
to  serve  the  purpose.  The  frank  course 
would  have  been  to  take  the  onus  of  decon- 
trol, which  in  the  long  run  must  come, 
since  rent-fixing  has  been  a Federal  impo- 
sition from  the  start.  Unfortunately,  as  In 
the  case  of  margarine,  the  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment lacks  political  courage 
The  Manitoba  Premier  hit  the  nail  on  the 
head  when  he  rejected  Mr.  Abbott’s  over- 
turee  and  declared  that  rental  decontrol 
should  be  completed  by  those  who  started 
control.  Most  other  provincial  authorities 
are  of  like  opinion,  Biit^h  Columbia  In- 
cluded. Mr  Abbott  had  no  need  to  make 
a handmaiden  of  the  Supreme  Court,  nor  a 
scapegoat  of  the  provinces.  He  could  have 
proceeded  with  the  orderly  plan  leading  to 
rent  decontrol  he  says  wUl  be  Initiated 
should  the  court  support  present  Dominion 
assumption  of  rental  supervision. 


H eather*Ship  Plan  Makes  Welcome  ISetvs 

Transportation  agencies  from  tug  recommended  Ifi 
boat  operators  to  airlines  have  been  Science  Congress 


given  some  encouragement  for  hope 
that  facilities  for  forecasting  weather  on 
the  British  Columbia  coast  will  be  expanded 
In  the  near  future.  It  has  been  announced 
that  early  next  year  the  Canadian  Depart- 
ment of  Transport  will  study  plana  for  the 
establishment  of  a permanent  weather- 
ship  service  in  the  North  Pacific  to  fill  in 
gaps  in  an  International  chain  of  weather 
stations  stretching  from  pole  to  pole. 

Since  the  withdrawal  of  all  regular  ship- 
ping services  between  British  Columbia 
and  the  Orient,  there  have  been  no  agencies. 
In  the  unbroken  expanse  of  the  North 
Pacific  for  the  recording  and  transmission 
of  Information  on  the  movement  of  atmos- 
pheric masses,  data  essential  to  the  re- 
liable foretelling  of  weather.  The  creation 
of  a network  of  weather  stations  was 


recommended  last  Spring  by  the  Pacific 
Science  Congress,  not  only  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  day-to-day  weather  maps  but  also 
to  aid  in  research. 

British  Columbia  has  waited  a long  time 
for  the  Dominion  Government'*  to  recog- 
nize the  need  on  the  West  Coast  for  a 
better  system  of  weather  observation,  and 
progress  has  seemed  unnecessarily  slow. 
However  the  plan  now  proposed  and  ap- 
parently approved  In  principje,  to  judge 
from  Fisheries  Minister  Mayhew’s  an- 
nouncement. seems  to  meet  the  require- 
ments and  Improve  osi  aids  available  be- 
fore the  war.

Twelve  sacoods  do  not  n-.fan 
much  In  anyone's  longest  day, 
but  no  matter  how  brief  a spell  that 
little  measure  of  time  represents  In  the 
inOnlte,  U took  no  more  than  twelve 
ticks  of  your  watch  to  usher  in  an  era 
which  has  had  probably  more  to  do 
with  moulding  the  direction  of  life 
than  any  other  tingle  act  man  has 
wrought  since  time  began. 

Less  than  flfty  years  ago.  on  this 
very  date  In  December.  1M3,  the 
Wright  brothers.  Orville  and  WUbur. 
first  men  to  achieve  the  miracle  of 
flight  in  a heavler-than-alr  power- 
propelled  machine,  demonstrated 
there  were  no  horlaons  of  the  air 
which  could  not  be  negotiated  by 
ambitious  men  and  women. 

s * * 

Fraught  with  a significance  which 
can  only  be  faintly  appreciated  at  this 
time  even,  those  momentuous  seconds 
of  flight  over  the  sands  of  Kitty  Hawk, 
North  Carolina,  have  brought  about 
the  annihilation  of  space,  while  the 
speed  of  sound,  gsuged  at  M3  miles 
per  hour,  has  been  surpassed:  imd 
only  last  week  we  were  told  by  the 
press  that  a flyer  had  rounded  the 
earth  In  less  than  five  days. 

The  world  has  shrunk  tremendously 
In  measurements  of  transport  since 
Jules  Verne  authored  a "best  seller" 
In  which  he  had  his  character  make 
the  round  of  the  earth  In  eighty  days. 
Then  we  remember  the  acclaim 
achieved  by  George  Francis  Train  and 
Nellie  Bly  In  the  nfhetlei,  when  they 
clipped  some  twenty  days  off  the 
visionary  Verne's  rapid  transit  ro- 
mance by  established  surface  medi- 
ums of  train  and  ship 
Sixty  days  or  thereabouts  wss  about 
as  fast  time  as  anyone  was  interested 
In  apparently  in  those  days,  for  there 
were  no  more  dramiUc  accounts  of 
othere  attempting  to  better  the  rec- 
ords of  Train  and  Bly.  And^lnce  the 
Wright  brothers  had  the  courage  of 
their  convictions,  men  and  women 
take  it  for  granted  that  records  In 
flying  mean  Uttle  or  nothing  from  day 
40  day  New  ones  art  being  continu- 
ally effseted  and  will  continue  to  be 
made  until  there  are  iro  more  records 
to  be  achieved.

When  that  epoch-fiarUng  effort  at 
Kitty  Hawk  was  msde.  skepticism  was 
a bit  rife  in  relation  to  flight,  and 
there  were  only  six  persons  to  witness 
Itr— five  men  and  one  bare-footed  boy. 
There  were  no  newspapermen  to 
chronicle  proceedings  and  no  press 
photographers  to  perpetuate  the 
achievement  in  pictures.  The  diary 
o(  Orville  Wright  Is  now  the  only 
authenUe  account  of  what  took  place. 
And  It  Is  meagre  enoug^,  though 
typical  of  the  man  who  kept  it. 

That  diary  records  that  In  the  first 
attempt,  Orville  was  off  the  ground 
twelve  seconds,  the  motor  developing 
between  six  and  seven  miles  per  hour. 
Hardly  familiar,  having  had  no  ex- 
perience In  actual  flying,  with  the 
manipulation  of  the  steering  mechan- 
ism and  what  It  would  do  under  any 
circumstance,  such  as  difference  in 
wind  strengths  and  directions,  the 
Sight  ended  with  some  minor  damage 
when  It  noee-dlved  Into  the  ground 
after  It  bad  gone  sometblng  like  one 
hundred  feet

With  repairs  made,  Wilbur  made  the 
etcond  trial,  covering  about  178  feet 
In  pracUeally  the  same  time.  A third 
attempt  enabled  OrvUle  to  fly  about 
the  same  distance;  but  the  brothers 
were  teaming  quickly  there  were  other 
factors  to  keep  their  machine  In  the 
elf— ttmtrol  of  the  rudder  apparently 
being  the  most  important 
The  last  trip  of  that  eventful  day 
at  Kitty  Hawk  was  made  by  WUbur.

London.— The  British  Government, 
the  aircraft  Industry  and  the  air- 
lines have  developed  two  types  of  Jet 
airliners  which  they  claim  give  them 
a lead  in  commerclai  aviation  of  the 
future. 

The  flrsi  Is  the  revolutionary 
straight  Jet  powered  by  a gas  turbine 
driving  the  plane  through  the  air  by 
the  thrust  from  a Jet  of  hot  com- 
pressed gas.  There  is  no  propeller. — 
The  second  is  the  Jet-prop,  which 
uses  part  of  the  power  from  the  gas 
turbine  to  drive  propellers  In  the  same 
manner  as  the  piston  engine  now  used 
In  planes.  There  Is  also  some  pro- 
pulsion from  the  Jet  of  hot  compressed 

844. 

Chief  controversy  rages  around  the 
straight  JeL  The  De  HavUiand  Comet, 
built  for  eventual  trans-AUantlc  serv- 
ice. Is  the  only  commercial  type  In 
existence. 

According  to  Government  sources, 
the  straight  Jet,  broadly  speaking.  Is 
decisively  superior  to  the  Jet-prop  at 
speeds  in  excess  of  500  miles  an  ha||r. 
For  extremely  long  ranges  the  Jet- 
prop  is  superior  and  it  also  wings  at 
speeds  up  to  about  500  miles  an  hour 
on  short  and  medium  ranges. 


A spokesman  for  De  KavUland.  who 
deiigned  and  built  the  four-engined 
Comet,  the  world's  first  straight  Jet 
airliner,  frankly  admitted  that  there 
are  immediate  bugs"  which  must  be 
overcome  before  the  plane  can  go  Into 
eommerelai  service  tn  1852 

Asked  specifically  about  American 
contentions  that  De  HavUiand  has  run 
Into  trouble  in  providing  adequate 
cabin  pressurization  at  heighlt  of 
15,000  to  40.000  feeL->whlch  appear  to 
be  the  bast  operating  helghta— and  in 
carrying  aufflrlent  fuel — consumption 
is  twice  the  conventional  engine— the 
spokesman  said: 

"I  can't  minimize  the  immediate 
problems  which  must  be  overcome, 
but  we  are  making  profress.  The 
Comet  win  definitely  be  tn  commercial 


use  by  the  end  of  1952.  perhaps  sooner 

■Remember  we  have  had  only  three 
months'  test  flying,  everything  has 
gone  very  well  so  far  Never  has  an 
airliner  floam  so  well  in  initial  flights. *’ 

Stressing  that  the  Comet  wUl  oper- 
ate eventually  on  (he  London  - New 
York  service,  the  spokesman  said: 

“Passengers  wUl  be  carried  at  first 
on  Empire  commercial  routes— which 
are  medium-length  routes — so  we  and 
the  pilots  can  get  experience  and 
operating  know-how  on  a route  less 
exacUng  than' the  North  AUanUc.  We 
itnumnff  tnrmokf  ecdhomicai  heights 
and  cruising  speeds  for  fuel  consump- 
tion." 

Asked  about  charges  that  lavish  fuel 
requirements  would  make  It  unsuit- 
able for  AUanUc  service,  he  replied: 

“The  Comet  wgs  designed  apeclfl- 
caliy  for  the  Atlantic  run.  We  have 
already  made  quite  a lot  of  progress 
In  getting  fuel  consunipUon  doa'n. 
Constant  research  Is  In  progress."

On  the  credit  side  of  the  ledger, 
aviation  experts  say  there  are  a<tvan- 
tages  whlcj}.  may  more  than  compen- 
sate for  high  Vuel  consumption  A 
500-mlle-an««hour  service  would  result 
in  less  time  in  the  air  and  permit 
more  frequent  service  on  busy  routes. 

Another  advantage  is  almost  com- 
plete absence  of  vibration,  compared
